Jackson Park Alive with ’Em. 

Hence the letter such as the above, the 
burden of which is as follows: 

‘* Mosquitoes don't rain down. They 
hatch. What is more, they all hatch in 
water. And, further, they never go far 
from their native puddles. 

Jackson park is swarming with mos- 
quitoes. One cannot go out there and 
sit down on hot evenings without being 
set upon by invisible clouds of the blood 
suckers. Now, these insects did not breed 
in Kalamazoo. They were ralscd right 
in the park. Indeed, the south park 
commissioners are unwittingly maintain- 
ing one of the most extensive mosquite 
hatcheries to be found anywhere in the 
middle west, and I have traveled some. 


Great Place for Wrigglers. 

“There are hundreds of sprinklers in 
Jackson park running night and day, and 
each of these are attached to a hydrant 
and operated through a hose. Everyone 
of the hoses and hydrants leak at the 
place of attachment and thereby main- 
tains a puddle and an area of seepage, 
These puddles make ideal breeding places 
for mosquitoes. Not even the fish can get 
at the wrigglers.“ 

Chicago's park system ranks with the 
best in the world, Mr. J. H. M. The 
South park commissioners have always 
adopted modern improvements. If there

Charles Henrotin, for many years con- 
sul general of the Ottoman empire! and 
first president of the Chicago stock ex- 
change, died yesterday at hig residence,

Frohman, and myself will practically 
depopulate the English stage, and it 
seems to me that the English managers 
will have a devil of a time in making up 
their casts. .While the ‘ movies’ have 
played havoc in the United States, there 
la no doubt an increasing desire on the 
part of English actors to go to America 
and this will play havoc with the English 
theaters. 

The English actor, who formerly used 
to get £10 ($50) a week in England is 
imbued with a desire to conquer America 
and, turning up his nose at the English 
manager, says: ‘My lowest price is £40 
($200) a week.’ Curiously enough, the 
English actor is not so extravagant in his 
salary demands for an American season 
as he used to be. He has got back in his 
mind the phenomenal success of Forbes- 
Robertson, who came back from the 
United States independently wealthy and 
now has enough money to afford a knight- 
hood,

husband, a prince of such unenviable rep- 
utation, not only abroad, but even in his 

native land, where morality is at a singu- 
larly low ebb, that a popular demand ex- 
ists there for steps to deprive him of his 
righte of succession to the throne. Pub- 
licly humiliated, neglected, maltreated, 

broken in health and spirits, the crown 
princess, after putting up with this sort 
of life for some fourteen years, founé 
it impossible to be endured any longer, 

and took to flight, turning her steps in the 

direction of that German state of which 

her only brother is now the reigning sov- 

ereign.

Unfortunately the crown princess was 
accompanied by one of the officers of her 
husbanci's household. According to some 
he had been moved to pity by her suffer- 
ings, of which he had been a witness, and 
had been led to travel with her by per- 
fectly honorable sentiments of sympathy 
and disinterested devotion. According to 
others, he ie a reprobate who took advan- 
tage of her unhappiness to ingratlate 
himself in her favor, with questionable 
motives in view. 

Of course her husband put the worst 
possible construction on her departure 
for her brother’s dominions, denounce? 
it as an elopement, and insisted that she 
must have been bereft of her senses to 
embark upon any such a trip. He induced 
his father and sovereign to take the same 
view, and to invoke the intervention of 
the German authorities. The result was 
that as soon as ever she crossed the Ger- 
man frontier the officer traveling with 
her was turned back by the police, while 
she herself was arrested and taken off 
to the lunatic asylum near Dresden, to be 
held there as demented.

If the German authorities so readily lent 
themselves to a measure of this kind, it 
is because every reigning house in Eu- 
rope appreciates the inestimable damage 
which has been infilcted upon the prestige 
of royalty and upon the entire monarch- 
ical system by the many scandals in 
which the former Crown Princess of Sax- 
ony has been involved since she eloped 
from Dresden in 1903 with the Belgian 
cutor of her children, Prof. André Giron. 

This misguided lady seems never so 
happy as when occupying the center of

The money 
Was advanced by Rothschild in the first 
place, then by the Laenderbank and the 
Bodenkreditanstalt. As the Este estate 
must be given over to Archduke Charles 
intact, all this money will have to be re- 
paid.

Democrats Make Many Changes. 

Within the last year 4 rew acministra- 
tion has come into power. One of its 
first acts was to turn out of office in the 
Philippines a number of men who by their 
prolonged experience hat reached a point 
at which they had b-cumsa really effi- 
cient. These they replaced in some cases 
by men who as a whol? «new little or 
nothing of the Philippines or the Fill- 
pinos.

Between Jan! 1 end Aprii 30, 1914, 816 
Americans have left ths Philippine civil 
service for the following rrrtons: Reduc- 
tion of force, 94; voluntary resignations, 
210; deaths, 2; res‘gnation requested, 1; 
other causes, 9. During Ari! there were 
over 300 changes in the civil service. 
The chief ones were as fotos: Appoint- 
ments, 87, 5 of Americans and 82 of Fill- 
pines; promotions, 193, 51 of Americans 
and 162 of Filipinos; relnstutements 18,

Filipinos Are Given Jobs. 

At the close of the fiscal yeu ending 
June 80, 1913, 71 per cent of the employés 
of the classified civil service wire Fill- 
pinos. As a general rule it may be said 
that under the Republicans Filipi:-cs were 
only given positions when qualified to 
hold them. Also the positions s*'ll filled 
by Americans were those which up to that 
time the Filipinos bad been unable to 
show sufficient competency to 1. 

There has always been a perfectly nat- 
ural demand on the part of tho Filipinos 
that they should be putin office. Another 
demand of theirs has always bcen that 
they should receive the same psy as th 
Americans. At first blush these demand 
appear just. A closer examinaticn, how- 
ever, shows they are not 80 

When after an office for himself or his 
friends the last thing @ F:lipivo thinks 
of is efficiency. They are aparently 
willing enough to take the examinations 
necessary to get the dierent poritions, 
but are never satisfied to abice by the 
result, practically always claimirg either 
that the examinations were unt vir or else 
too hard. 


Want Easier Efficiency Testa. 


| Their point of view in this matter is 


well illustrated by the complaint of an 
educated Filipino when a youthful friend 
of his failed on his entrance examination 
to the United States Military academy at 
West Point. He maintained that the Fil- 
ipinos should be given easier entrance 
examinations than the American boys, as 
it was absurd to expect them to come up 
to the same standard. One of the earliest 
mistakes was that a number of Filipinos 
dent to American colleges as students 
were permitted by these colleges to get 
through more easily than would have 
been Americans. . 

With the arrival of Gov. Gen. Harrison 
and the installation of the Democratic 
party in power the evils of the old system 
have been intensified to such an extent 
that matters have reached a climax. 


Political Pull Now Powerful. 
Within a few days after the arrival of 
the governor general numbers of men, 
some of them occupying some of the high- 
est positions, were summarily removed. 


| Since then men have been discharged 
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right along. Men who had a first class 
civil service status, whose work had been 
efficient, and against whom there are no 
charges whatsoever have been dismissed 
with no other explanation given them 
than a desire for economy. Their posi- 
tions have then been filled, asa rule, by 
Filipinos, in the majority of cases un- 
trained and incapable of giving satis- 
factory service. In other words, filled by 
political appointees pure and simple. 

It is but natural that those who stin 
remain should feel considerably alarmed 
and that it is essential for them to hunt 
up a position outside of the service. Prob- 
ably 90 per cent of the Americans in the 
civil service today are only holding on to 
their positions until they can find one 
outside. They no longer take any real 
interest in thelr work, as they all feel 
sure it is but à question of a short time 
untill they also will be dismissed. 


Service Is Disorganized. 

Some of those who have not been dis- 
missed have refused to remain longer in 
the service, because not receiving the 
support which is necessary for them to 
perform efficient work. One of the most 
notable examples of this is Dr. Ward, 
chief veterinarian of the bureau of agri- 
culture, who has had charge of the stamp- 
ing out of rinderpest, an animal disease 
which has brought untold misery and 
suffering to the Philippine islands. The 
situation had been gotten under control 
and the rinderpest was steadily diminish- 
ing. The assembly passed a bill remoy- 
ing the control of the situation from the 
bureau of agriculture and put it in the 
hands of the provincial governors. Since 
then the disease has been spreading to an 
alarming extent. 


Politicians Threaten Americans, 
Those who fear that they must remain 
because they have no other position open 
to them and have families depending on 
them must in many cases condone ineffl- 
ciency and abuses or else subject them- 
selves to attack by Filipino politicians. 
Several instances have occurred already 
in which Filipinos have warned their 
American superiors that they had better 
be caroful or they would lose their jobs. 

A good example of what is going on is 
the attitude of the municipal board of 
Manila toward the police and fire depart- 
ments of that city. Both these depart- 
ments have always been noted for their 
high state of efficiency. At the present 
time the two elective members of the 
municipal board are Filipinos, named 
Reyes and Papa. Reyes is undoubtedly 
honest, but is the laughing stock of 
Manila. 

Papa's record is far from a good one. 
He has been arrested and fined for put- 
ting a jumper on his electric light 
meter. He is the owner of a number of 
public rigs, and the majority of his 
cocheros [drivers] have been arrested 
again and again for persistent violation 
of the traffic regulations. 


Filipinos Attack Policemen. 

Every time a patrolman makes an ar- 
rest, if the courts do not convict the man 
arrested the Filipinos do the best they 
can to get the patrolman dismissed. They 
are continually interfering, particularly 
Papa, with the regulation of traffic by 
the police. They have done the best they 
can again and again to get policemen 
dismissed who have made arrests, even 
after the arrests have been investigated 
and announced to be proper by the police 
authorities. Their campaign against the 
police has been carried to such an extent 
that the Filipinos are commencing to 
lose their respect for it, as was shown in 
a recent case in which a number of them 
mobbed a patrolman who had just ar- 
rested a Filipino. There have been a 
number of cases of interference with pa- 
trolmen in the performance of their duty 
by the Filipinos, 

Manila is primarily bullt of highly com- 
bustible materials. As it is scattered over 


partment is of primary importance. The 
recent attempts to do away with some of 
the positions in the fire department, par- 
ticularly those held by Americans, has had 
its effect in making the firemen feel in- 
secure and desire other positions. 


Defy Health Officials. 
Formerly sanitary inspertors had but 
little difficulty in getting the regulations 
carried out. Recently the Filipinos, due 
to their idea that they are to control 
everything as thy wish, not only in many 
cases have failed to comply wih the di- 
rections of sanitary inspectors, but have 
openly deficd them and have gone to the 
extent of ordering them out of their 
houses. 

The biggest error of all was the replac- 
ing of Carpenter, the execut ve secre- 
tary, by a Filipino, Villamor. Carpenter

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WOMEN WORK 
IN BANKS. 


Take the Place of Men in 
Large London Insti- 
tutions; Pay Not 
High, 


Che Mite Times 


LONDON, July 18.—The women who 
are employed in the coupon departments 
in the city banks are at one of their 
busiest seasons just now, preparing for 
the summer quarterly dividends. In at 
least three great banks women have 
found employment for the last twenty 
years, and in one of these, where there 


is a large business done in foreign loans, 
about thirty or forty women are occupied 
in sorting, listing, checking. and cancel- 
ing the coupons. This work is subsidiary 
to that of men, who handle the coupons 
in the first and last instance. In the 
Bank of England there are about eixty 
women employed in connection with the 
sorting up and listing and agreeing of old 
paid bank notes, and during the last year 
in the inspection of new bank notes fon 
the printing machines. The Bank of 
England also employs women at typing 
and shorthand writing. 

There is a distinct disinclination on the 
part of banks employing women to have 
the fact widely advertised, as the number 
of applications to the directors for nom- 
inatione would very probably be far 
greater than any possible vacancies 
would justify. But, though the banks 
employing women in thelr coupon depart- 
ments can be as reticent as they please 
on the matter, the evidence given by Mr. 
E. M. Harvey, the deputy chief cashier 
of the Bank of England, before the royal 
commission on the civil service, lifted the 
veil of secrecy very completely from the 
terms of employment of wome by the 
Old Lady of Threadneedle Street.” 

A very high standard of courtesy is ex- 
pected from a bank clerk. This attitude 
of mind is said on competent authority 
to be difficult for women; while they con- 
tinually exact respect from their male 
official inferiors, they do not always show 
it to their male official superiors. Women 
find a difficulty in rising to speak to a 
male head of a department; they are too 
mindful of their sex even when at work, 
And this charge is made with the cog- 
nizance that their work itself is as good 
and their capacity as great as that of 
men who might be engaged on similar 
duties. But they have not the official

DEALIN MILLIONS 
IN INSURANCE 


Carrying Out of the Lloyd- 
George Act Requires 
Perfect System. 


HAS 14,000,000 CLIENTS. 


— U— D — 


LONDON, July 19.—Whatever place 
Lloyd-George May occupy in history, no 
one who has made a study of the work- 
ings of the insurance act will deny him 


credit for the development of a marvelous 
administrative system. 

The acts machinery is built to deal 
with milions of persons, millions in 
money—dollars as well as pounds—and 
millions of cards.. In Wellington house, 
for instance, a huge block of buildings in 
Westminster, now known as the home ot 
national health insurance, thinking im- 
perially is inevitable. The clients num- 
ber nearly 14,000,000. The amount of 
money dealt with annually reaches £20,- 
000,000 ($100,000,000), while cards of in- 
sured persons pour into the branch office 
at Maida Vale in avalanches of 10,000,000. 

For besides Wellington house there is 
the Maida Vale establishment, once an 
immense skating rink. And then there is 
an office in Leonard street where an actu- 
arial staff undertakes the responsibility 
of crediting the reserve values to the 
approved societies, a task involving the 
examinations and proving of some 11,000,- 
000 claims. Thus it is seen that the insur- 
ance commission must think. literally in 
millions. 

The daily tide of correspondence at 
Wellington house flows into a large room 
on the ground floor, where, after the en- 
velopes have been removed, it is diverted 
into the main channels of the department, 
the sections relating to approved socie- 
ties, insurance committees, collections of 
contributions, and accounting. 


Many Beneficiaries Illiterate. 

A considerable proportion of those af- 
fected by the insurance act are illiterate 
and unaccustomed to writing or receiving 
letters. This fact serves to increase the 
difficulties of the commission. Their cor- 
respondence frequently arrives without 
any indication of the writer's address or 
without sufficient indication to secure a 
reply. So there must be an outdoor staff 
to reach the insured persons who don't 
know how to pen or receive letters intel- 
ligently. 

Moreover, the daily mail bag covers a 
wide field of inquiry, and many of the 
questions raised concern matters of prin- 
ciple and inquiry which cannot be settled 
offhand. The correspondence is probably 
the most varied and curious received by 
any department of state. The American 
congressman's mail, with its prayers for 
postoffice or garden seeds, is outdone. 

Here, for instance, isa letter from some 
one interested in a licensed woman 
hawker, “ far advanced in consumption,” 
who “ has disappeared.“ What can Wel- 
lington do to assist? The next is from 
a physician who was sent for by a woman 
who had not her current medical card. 
The third is an application for refund af 
contribution from some one insured in 
error.“ 

And here is a saflor’s wife asking if she 
will get Ss ($1.25) a week and 30s ($7.50) 
maternity benefit, and whether she is en- 
titled “ to anything from the navy. 


Big Force Employed. 

The staff at Wellington house com- 
prises a whole “ army „ necessarily. In 
all, there are between 450 and 500 per- 
sons. For the purposes of the outdoor 
staff, which is the eyes and ears of the 
commission, the country 18 divided into 
nine divisions in charge of ten divisional 
inspectors, who act under the immediate 
instructions of the chief inspector at head- 
quarters. Each division is divided into 
districts, arranged, eo far as is geograph- 
ically convenient, on a basis of equality 
of population. 

Now picture a hall 480 feet long and 100 
feet wide, covered by a glass roof. Divide 
it up with temporary partitions, line it 
with corridors of card filing frames, peo- 
ple it wtih hundreds of workers, and you 
will have some idea of the scene at Maida 
Vale. 

Here is a girl engaged im telling the 
cards. Piled before her are packets of 
contribution cards sent in by one or an- 
other of the approved societies, and in 
front is a wooden case, in thirteen divi- 
sions, oné for each week in the quarter. 
She has to place every card from her pile 
into one or another of these divisions, ac- 
cording to the number or value of stamps 
it bears, a task complicated by the fact 
that numberless cards bear stamps of 
varying Genominations or value. 

The cards come from the societies in 
bundles, and after their receipt is ac- 
knowledged they are stacked away until 
the telling section is ready for them. The 
telling sheet analysis is sent to the exam- 
ining branch to be compared with the 
society's own return. 

When one recalls all the criticism of 
the Insurance act, it seems wonderful that 
out of. 10,500,000 insured persons only a 
little more than 200,000 were not members 
of approved societies on Jan. 11 last, and 
of these fewer than 10,000 had neglected 
or declined to take formal steps to estab- 


lish their status of insurance.

Former Noted New York 
Beauty Meets Pitiful End

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SIMPLE RECIPE FOR FUTURE 


DRAMAS. 

Since the moving picture is supposed to have killed 
the legitimate theater in Paris and in Eurcpean 
centers of fashion and culture generally, the leading 
playwrights are wondering what they can do to re- 
vive public interest“fn their art. Some are decidedly 
pessimistic, but there are a few cheerful victims of 
the “ revolution.” Capus and Lavedan, two brilliant 
French dramatists, have managed to keep their 
courage up. They are not only brave themselves 
but they have useful hints and suggestions for their 
fellow craftsmen, 

They agree in asserting that dramatic authors 
will have to change completely their subjects as well 
as their methods. This would seem to be a rather 
formidable undertaking, but Messrs. Capus and 
Lavedan make light of the matter. They think the 
recipe quite simple, and are generous enough to give 
it in detail so that all may try it and prosper once 
more. 

Well, here ig the recipe: Follow life more 
closely than heretofore; think more deeply on the 
struggles and complications that are the raw mate- 
rial of drama; put more movement and vitality into 
plays; have aich literary aims. Withal, do not 


“talk over the heads of plain folk; avoid superior 


aims and excessive refinement; be sincere, human, 
and natural. 

Now is there any excuse for fallure to produce 
successful plays in view of these direct, explicit, 
simple instructions? Are we not justified in prediet- 
ing a splendid dramatic revival all along the line, 
now that the secret of producing criticism proof 
plays is revealed? 


TWO ALTRUISMS. 

There are two kinds of idealists in foreign poll- 
tics, not one, as Mr. Bryan and men of his way 
of thinking believe. The conflicting policies as to 
the handling of our Philippine problem illustrate 
this. The Roosevelt-Taft and Wilson-Bryan poll 
cies do not represent respectively selfish nationa) 
aggression and lofty altruism. The two policies 
are to be distinguished, not on moral but on intel. 
lectual grounds, The Roosevelt-Taft policy is con 
crete, realistic, conservative. The Wilson-Brran 
policy is based on generalization and ideallstie rad- 
icalism. The former considers the ethnic and his 
toric facts of the problem and seeks to work eau- 
tiously with them, The latter apparently relies 
upon the universal and immediate applicability of 
our political principles. The Roosevelt-Taft policy 
recognizes the backwardness of the island races 
and would have America preside over their prog- 
ress. The Wilson-Bryan policy would remit them 
as soon as possible to “independence” with a gift 
of “free institutions” (Anglo-Saxon model) to 
“set them up housekeeping.” 

It ie, worthy of note, except by incurable doc- 
trinaires, that virtually no one who knows Philip- 
pine conditions at first hand approves the latter 
course, There are substantial reasons of self-in- 
terest why a premature release of the islands from 
firm American control may be opposed. But walv- 
ing all considerations of self-interest, however mod- 
est, and considering the Philippine problem in the 
spirit expressed by the president with respect to 
Mexico, when he said “ My passion is for the 80 
per cent of the Mexican people who never had a 
look in on government,” it seems to us as difficult 
to approve the administration's Philippine policy 
on. altruistic grounds as upon grounds of self- 
interest. If Mr. Wilson’s passion, and our own, 
is for the unrepresented masses of the Philippine 
peoples, why withdraw a control which at worst 
cannot be as interested as the control which will 

be substituted for it? Or do Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Bryan believe that our guiding hand will be less 
gentle and less efficient than that of the ruling 
class which will take our place? Is the Visayan or 
the Tagalog superior to the American in political 
and social wisdom or benevolence? Is he more 
disinterested, more likely to feel a democratic pas- 


dio for the mixed masses of the island peoples?

being accepted by the other side as the things that 
govern in everyday life and as being right have 
brought about this conditton—this being, in my 
judgment, absolutely unfair: that is, on the merits 
of the proposition in Jealing with the workers. The 
workers feel this, come unconsciously and some con- 
sciously, but all of them feel it, and it makes for 
unrest, in my judgment, and there can be no peace 
while that condition »btains.” 

Here is Mr. Walker, the Socialist, convinced theo- 
retically that there must be fundamental changes in 
society to bring about justice to labor. At the 
other extreme are men like Mr. Dudley Taylor, 
attorney for the Employers’ association, who declares 
that the inoorporation and consequent financial re- 
sponsibility of labor unions must come, together with 
the appointment of judges for life who would not be 
responsive to the labor vote. Mr. Taylor thinks 
such judges would constitute the ideal tribunal te 
pass on labor matters. Many employers will agree 
with him. No union men will, 

Each man spoke as he felt; one for one side and 
one for the other. Here ia the irrepressible conflict, 
the opposition of parties in a struggle based on the 
natural laws of human life. But it is between these 
extremes that progress comes—the result of the im- 
pacting forces. The contest will continue in varying 
forms, with gains and losses on both sides accord- 
ing to the viewpoint of each side, and from the 
struggle successive compromises will be forced which 
for a longer or shorter breathing spell must be ac- 
cepted. Then another struggle; then another com- 
promise. * 
Government, politics, love, sport, business, and 
art all proceed from compromise. There is no abso- 
lute among human beings. 

There never was a constitution theoretically per- 
fect even to the makers. Our own great document 
was a triumph of compromise, and in the more fluid 
relations of human society concession is the neces- 
sary law. 

So it must be in the unending contest for the 
distribution of economic reward, not merely as be- 
tween the manual worker and his employer but be- 
tween all the many constituents of modern society. 
Violence and injustice are human. Folly, selfish- 
ness, and shortsightedness are human, and all of 


these appear on both sides of the industrial struggle. 


What we need to realize and are realizing more 
clearly as time goes on is that the labor movement 
is a part of man's struggle upward, a part of the 
democratic advance which is the main phenomenon 


of our age. 


| Dr. C. W. Eliot Discusses 
Rural School Programs. 


From a letter to The Banker-Farmer” of Cham- 
paign, III.] 

There is great need for a thorough reconstruc- 
tlon of the programs of the rural schools. The 
instruction which they now provide in reading, 
writing, and arithmetic should not be diminished 


‘lin amount, but altered in nature. 


The greater part of the direct instruction 
should relate to natural history, agriculture, and 
farm life; and the books used for teaching, read- 
ing, and spelling should be on these subjects, 
with additional primers on geography, American 
history, and civics. 

The arithmetic should be confined to the sim- 
plest examples in addition, subtraction, multipli- 
cation, and division, decimals being made fa- 
miliar almost from the start; for the well taught 
child will learn about tenths and hundredths as 
quickly as about tens and hundreds. 

All the child’s reading and all the teacher’s 
oral instruction should be illustrated with con- 
crete examples; and every child should be trained 
to see, hear, and touch accurately, and to re- 
member what it thus learns by observation. An 
important part of the school program should be 
devoted to the training of the senses, and to this 
kind of training of the memory. No matter what 
system be employed in teaching reading, ewery 
child should learn the alphabet by heart; and 
whenever a change is made in the system of 
teaching the children to write—such changes 
have been too frequent of late—the change should 
apply only to beginners, and not to the children 
who have already practiced long the rejected 
system. 

In the last two years of the rural school’s 
course every child should learn the elements of 
agriculture and gardening, and should have a 
garden plot to cultivate. Prizes should be of- 
fered for the best plots of vegetables, small fruits, 
and flowers. Every boy should be given practice 
in the use of carpenters’ tools; and every girl 
should be taught to sew, cook, and can fruits and 
vegetables, Reading aloud and singing should be 
a substantial part of every rural school's pro- 
gram. The practice in English composition 
should mainly consist of writing descriptions of 
what the child itself sees, hears, or touches. 

These improvements in rural schools cannot be 
made without spending more money than towns 
und counties have been in the habit of appropri- 
ating; but no town or county expenditure will be 
80 profitable to the community as the expendi- 
ture which makes these changes possible. 

In order to put these improvements into execu- 
tion on a large scale, all normal schools will 
have to prepare their graduates to give instruc- 
tion in the subjects and methods indicated. Some 
normal schools are doing that now, but by no 
means all. |

The tate Hx-King Francis of Naples and his 
queen, who still survives, were forced repeat- 
edly to pawn with the Mont de Pieté in Paris, 
and with Attenborougha, the great pawnbrokers 
in London, not merely their jewele but even 
their table and tollet silver, and it is only since 
Queen Marie has lost her husband that she has 
been placed in relative affluence. 

Ex-King Milan of Servia used to prowl about 
Paris completely penniless, and glad to accept 
loans of $50 and even $25. 

Neither Napoleon III. nor Empress Bugenie 


nad made any preparation for the loss of their 


throne in 1870, and for a time were in great dif- 
ficulties, the empress being compelled to submit 
to the sale of all her jewels by auction. 


While Parisians are thus acoustomed to see ex- 
monarcha not merely in straitened circum- 
stances but actually destitute, no one on the 
banks of the Seine can remember ever having 
seen there a former president of a transatlantic 
republie who hae not been offensively rich. As 
a notable instance I need only mention ex- 
President Castro of Venezuela and ex-President 
Guzman Blanco of the same country. Blanco, in- 
deed, found no difficulty, thanks to his ill-gotten 
wealth, in securing a titled husband for his 
daughter, in the person of the present Duc de 
Morny, ' 


Ex-presidents of the Latin republics of America 
imply tread upon one another’s heels on the 
banks of the Seine, where they thoroughly enjoy 
life and even obtain admission to official society 
and entertainments owing to their possession of 
the higher grades of the Legion of Honor, be- 
stowed upon them while in office.

turned down by the committee of privileges of 
Ahe house of lords, the members of which have 
recommended the crown to refuse his petition 
that the ancient barony of St. John, in abeyance 
for hundreds of years, and dating, according to 
his allegations, from 1290, should be revived 
in his favor. 


The committee of privileges, after hearing an 
enormous amount of evidence, came to the con- 
clusion that, while Capt. Forester had established 
his descent from the John de St. John, who flour- 
ished in the last three decades of the thirteenth 
century, that is to say, in the reign of Edward 
I., and had proved that he was this nobleman’'s 
principal heir, the parllament to which he had 
been summoned as a daran, was not really a 
valid and regular parliament, and in consequence 
thereof the summons could not be regarded 
as a title to the existence of a peerage of the 
realm in the reign of Edward 1. 


Yet on identically the same evidence the 
equally ancient barony of Hastings was called 
out of abeyance in 1841 in favor of Sir Jacob 
Astley. On the counsel of Capt. Forester point- 
ing out the anomaly of reviving the Hastings 
peerage and reporting against that of St. John, 
the members of the committee declared that they 
could not be bound by older decisions, and that 
their knowledge afid appreciation of the history 
of the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries as the 
result of modern research was infinitely superior 
to what it was in the early years of the reign 
of Queen Victoria.

Such cleaning should 
consist of removing food particles after 
each meal, brushing with a soap powder 
twice a day, and thorough cleansing bye 
dentist at stated intervals.

One band as it topped 
the hill was playing How Firm a Foun- 
dation Ye Saints of the Lord,” and the 
sympathizers jammed around the state- 
house took up the air and sang the old 
hymn. As I watched the ranks of per- 
fectly refined women—the kind of women 
that the old order has created—stepping 
out a little uncertainily on the rough 
cobbles of the street, walking with heads 
seriously erect, keeping in step, intent 
on the business, unmindful of the myriad 
eyes leveled on them, I felt somehow that 
a new order was beginning, and thet a 
suffrage parade, after all, was not quite 
the useless performance I had abways 
supposed it to be. It was something to 
Swing this long column of marching 
women; it was a living proof of convic- 
tions.

One felt that 
they were the more courageous.

With the music of the brass bands de- 
scending into the narrow streets of the 
city in recurrent waves, my mind turned 
once more to musing about the suffrage 
side of the woman question. It is no long- 
er a joke, as even the most superficial 
man must realize, Quite apart from the 
fact that in a number of western states 
suffrage has already been won, the gen- 
eral attitude about the vote agitation 1s 
very different all over our country today 
from what it was a short ten years back. 
In Chicago, in Washington, in New York, 
one feels that female suffrage, univer- 
sally, is only a question of time, and a 
very brief time at that. It should come, 
it must come. 

And yet it has seemed to me a pity that 
the vocal efforts, at any rate, of all fem- 
inists are go narrowly concentrated at 
present on getting the vote. To most 
persons feminism—the whole woman 
question—means nothing more than the 
suffrage agitation, which a certain class 
of English women by their lawleas tactics 
have put in such A bad light. Ine english 
suffragists have made of a good cause 
a notorious nuisance. All the energies 
of the woman movement are set upon this 
one single point of their large program. 
Even such a sane leader as Miss Addams 
throws an increasing emphasis upon get- 
ting the vote for women. The vote, of 
course, is something definite, a good war 
cry. Ours is an age of political panacea, 
when we believe that the world can be 
made over every spring and autumn by 
the simple process of voting about it. 
That is the natural and logical result of 
democrary, and the majority of the people 
still believe that they express their wills 
when they vote. No wonder the feminists 
believe in the magic of the vote and sub- 
ordinaite everything else to that one 
thing. 

When any of us becomes excite@about 
anything and thinks about it intensively 
that object gets out of perspective with 
all the rest of the world, whether it be 
a food, or a passion, or @ religion. 

To the mere male mind, to one like 
myself, who hag long enjoyed the privi- 
lege of voting this yearning on the part of 
the woman mind for the ballot is some- 
what incomprehensible. There are ardent 
patriots still left who feel that things 
are done by voting about them, real 
things; but they are not many among the 
more reflective class. The vote has been 
reduced, or rather expanded, in this 
country to its logical absurdity. 80 
much so that ten or fifteen millions more 
ballots would mean very little in the 
grand result. By the time that women 
get the vote in all the states there may 
come a reaction egainst the voting habit,

I know that the serious suffragiat 
consider this attitude as an — etl 
masculine pile.

Any one who has fol- 
lowed my earlier remarks on anti-suf- 
frage arguments knows how little I re- 
gard them. Of course, women mould 
vote, if they want to. And it is natural 
enough that they should want to, As 
soon as enough of them want consistently 
and coherently te vote they will get the 
insubstantial privilege. There is always 
some world inertia for every new idea 
to overcome, but woman suffrage has had 
a comparatively smooth course. Think 
of the centuries it took to rid the world 
of the ideal of political absolutism, 
negro slavery. N 
And tthe sooner d comes the better, if 
not for the politica of the country, at 
least for women themselves, for the 
larger issues of the feminist movement. 
For after the vote has been yon women 
will not “settle down," as some men 
fondly hope, but will look about for 
smoething to do with their toy, for new 
worlds te upset. And then the real fun 
will begin. * 
Quite seriously, even tt men believe as 
they profess to sometimes, that femele 


(which seems to me an absurdity), how 
coula it be worse, more inane and cor 
rupt than men have made it in this coun- 
try? It is Mkely to be the same, pemhaps 
at certain emotiona) moments of crisis 
rather better, with women 
themselves. But should the Pen yrs 
bodingw prove correct, even then men 
ought etill to give women the vote. For 
the one thing that voting does to those 
who believe in it is to make for respon- 
sibil#ty, and the taking of responaibility 
is the only sort of education that counts. 
Men who would like to have neal com- 
panions—intelligent, self-governing hu- 
man beings—abouwt them in their homes 
should be as eager as good parents are to 
educate children to do everything in th eur 
power to evoke characterin women. The 
priviiege of going to the polle seems to 
be one wholesale way of giving a sense 
of responsibility. 

Those men who are most contempt- 
vous or pessimistic about the sex,“ who 
treat women asa kind of domesticated 
animal or spoiled child to be caressed or 
cuffed at will, should be hastily converted 
to suffrage for their own sakes. They 
surely cannot desire to live surrounded 
always by these irresponsible beings 
whom they profess neither to respect nor 
to trust! The way to rid themselves of 
the uncertain creature of their imagina- 
tion whom they do not think worthy of 
confidence is to give her all the rights 
and privileges of an exact equality, inthe 
hope that che may awake to her respon- 
sibilities.

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The M isfortunes of Others. 


The Times 


The news of any great financial fall- 
ure, such as has recently been announced 
from New York, is apt to bring to many 
reasonably kind hearted people a com- 
fortable little glow of happiness. It is 
not that they actively delight in the mis- 
fortunes of some one whom they do not 
know; that would show an incredible de- 
gree of general malevolence. It is rather 
that the gigantic caiastrophe, with its 
array of figures so vast as to convey little 
to the ordinary minds, enables them to 
appreciate the moderate blessings that 
are theire. The fact that the mighty 
bankers of the earth are no longer con- 
ferring night and day over their affairs, 
and that their exiguousincomes arrive at 
regular intervals, subject to no more un- 
certain peril than that of the tax col- 
lector, appears for once a cause of posi- 
tive rejoicing. The rich man’s cifficuity 
of finding an investment to combine ade- 
quate security with a remunerative rate 
of interest appears more genuine than it 
has done before. 

Those of ua whose humble barks do 
not ride upon open and adventurous wa- 
ters, but are tied up to a willow tree 
in a backwater, can hardly be expected 
to live in a state of perpetual ecstasy 
over that quiet anchorage. It is only 
when the great waters are troubled and 
the proud ship goes down that our back- 
water assumes a cozy and enviable air. 
There are a few people who continually 
and consciously derive pleasure from re- 
fiections of this comparative order; not 
in the least because they are unsym- 
pathetic, but rather because they have 
vivid and sympathetic imaginations. 
Most of us, it is true, only enjoy these 
delights of gratitude unconsciously. 


When we are warm in bed and the wind 
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whistles through the trees outside the 
window we think, if we think at all about 
it, that we are merely taking an esthetic 
delight in that mysterious and romantic 
swishing of the branches; but there must 
surely be, though we do not know Ht, an 
added satisfaction in that we are not out 
in the dark to face the storm. 

How far, !f at all, it is allowable to in- 
dulge in the pleasures of comparison 
must be a delicate question. In some in- 
stances, at any rate, they must be re- 
gretfully set down as immoral. If, for 
example, we could be informed that no 
single person was abroad on that wild 
night, and the rain beat and the wind 
blew harmlessly, and if that knowledge 
brought with It a perceptible diminution 
of cheerful snugness, the evidence 
against us would be damning. There 
are some common cases in which our 
feelings are quite indefensible. 

Indeed, it may seriously be argued that 
this is a laudable frame of mind, delib- 
erately to be cultivated, since, in order 
to enjoy it to the full, we must also culti- 
vate a sympathetic understanding of the 
feelings of others. We must try to put 
ourselves in the places of those flying 
for their lives down the side of a volcano, 
in order to be really thankful enough for 

Even the tramp, without the roof over 
his head, does not In the abstract méan 
much to us, and so, owing to this lament- 
able lack of imagination, we are driven 
back for the purposes of thankfulness, on 
the misfortunes of our friend and neigh- 
bors. 

This is altogether too dangerous a form 
of game to play. It is so likely that we 
shall, in spite of our better selves, feel 
just one malicious thrill, and, if we do, 
we may suffer tortures of conscience 
afterwards. Perhaps, then, it le wigest 
after all not to play the game in any 
shape, but not to do so is to forego much 
pleasant exercise of the mind.

British consoles and French rentes were 
sharply lower, reflecting the unsettled po- 
litical conditions, but the foreign grain 
markets were not much excited. Liver- 
pool was %d up; Berlin, 4c up; Antwerp, 
unchanged; Paris, 4@%c up; and Buda- 
pest, 1½ up. Foreigners did not follow 
the advance in prices here, and there was 
little call for wheat from exporters. 


Local Traders Excited. 

While reports during the day from 
abroad were of a somewhat more reasur- 
ing nature than early, traders were nerv- 
ous and the market had several sharp ral- 
lies. Commission houses were free seli- 
ers. Barrell, Andrew, Shearson-Ham- 
mill, J. Rosenbaum, and Armour were the 
principal sellera) King-Farnum, Hul- 
burd-Warren-Chandler, and houses with 
New York connections were credited with 
buying wheat early. 

The cash demand was shut off by the 
advance in futures and sales were the 
smaliest in some time at 100,000 bu, most- 
ly to mills. Charters were 1,200,000 bu, 
part to Montreal and part to Buffalo, Port 
Colborne, and Georgian bay points. The 
rate was 4c to Montreal and %c to Buffalo.

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 25.—{Special.] 
Reasons for the acceptance and rejec- 
tion of amendments proposed by the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce are given 
in the report of the judiciary committee 
to the senate today upon the Clayton 
anti-trust bill, | 

The committee eliminated from the bill 
only one of the sections defining specific 


tion contended the trade commission 
could suppress effectively under its gen- 
eral powers. President Wilson agreed 
to adopt the association's suggestion, but 
the committee disagreed with this view. 

The committee, however, applied the 
suggestion of the association by addinga 
new section to the bill authorizing the 
trade commission to enforce the sections 
in which the unfair trade practices are 
defined. 


Answers Chicagoan’s Criticisms, 

The criticiams presented by President 
Defrees of the Association of Commerce 
and the position of the committee on each 
proposal follow: 

Defrees—Section 2, forbidding dis- 
crimination in price between. different 
‘purchasers would necessarily make fixed 
prices and destroy rather than aid com- 
petition. 

Committee—This section relates to 
discrimination in price by persons engaged 
in commerce with the purpose and intent 
thereby to destroy or wrongfully injure 
the business of a competitor. 

“The first senate amendment to this 
section changes the form of the substan- 
tive law to a declaration of the illegality 
of the act, instead of the declaration of 
the house bill that he person committing 
the act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and may be punished. This was 
done because it was thought best, espe- 
cially in view of the experimental stage 
of this legislation, that the harshness of 
the criminal law should not be applied but 
that the enforcement of the section should 
be given to the federal trade commission, 


Discrimination Penalty Removed. 
“ Accordingly the penalty provision is 
stricken out and the enforcement of the 
section is provided for in section 9 B, un- 
der which the commission may arrest the 
practice by an order, failing in which it 
can apply to the courts, where disobedi- 
ence of such order may be redressed. 
After full consideration it is deemed: 
advisable to enlarge the exception in the 
firet proviso to the section by adding that 
due allowance may be made for difference 
in the cost of selling as well as trans- 
portation, and ‘discrimination in price

Committee—The proposed senate 
amendment ig to strike out this section 
altogether, bécause, in the opinion of the 
committee, it would be unwise to enact 
such legislation as is contained init, It 
would, primarily, deny freedom of con- 
tract to one of the parties and consequent- 
ly be of doubtful constitutional validity. 


Question of Trade Good Will, 

Defrees—Section 4, forbidding the 
disposition of merchandise on the con- 
dition that the purchaser tzhall not 
use or deal in the merchandise of a com- 
petitor can in all instances where harm- 
ful be readiiy reached under the Sherman 
law. If applied literally it would reduce 
the incentive to capitalize good will in 
American trade names in many instancos 
where it might not be against the public 
interest. 

Committee—This section relates to 
exclusive and tying contracts. It is be- 
lieved section 4 is strengthened by the 
proposed senate amendments to add con- 
tracts for sales to leases and sales de- 
nounced by the house provision, and to 
make the prohibition applicable whether 
the articles leased, sold; or contracted to 
be sold are patented or unpatented. 


Committee Adopts House View. 

The committee adopts the house view: 
By fixing the price so high that the retail 
dealer will make an extraordinary or un- 
usual profit on the commodities actually 
sold, the manufacturer is enabled to in- 
duce him to enter into an arrangement 
whereby the local dealer can actually in- 
_ crease his profits for the time being at 
| least by giving up his entire trade in com- 
petitive commodities, which he is com- 
pelled to handle on a small margin.

Some Organizations Exempted. 

In giving its reasons for eliminating 

consumers and fraternal organizations 
from exemption from anti-trust prosecu- 
tions, the committee says: 
The principal consideration which 
moves the committee to strike out con- 
sumers which also applies in a leas de- 
gree to ‘fraternal’ organizations is that 
they believe the only organizations which 
should be excluded from the operation 
of the anti-trust laws are those where 
labor is the basis or one of the chief fac- 
tors in the organizations as in the case 
of labor organizations proper, and in 
agricultural and horticultural organiza- 
tions. The committee rests this distinc. 
tion upon the broad ground that labor is 
not and ought not be regarded as a com- 
modity within the purview of anti-trust 
laws. 

The senate amendment to Section 18, 
says the committee, is to permit courts 
to issue restraining orders and injune- 
tions jn connection with picketing in

An Industrial Syndicate, 

It ia doubtful whether all the makers of 
Bpeeches are much more clear about what 
they want in Chine than when they thun- 
Ger about the opening up of Turkey and 
Germany's claim to a place in the sun 
there or in South America or in any other 
Profitable part of the world. The demand 
for new “ industrial“ organization 14. 
however, incessant, although there is 
Considerable obscurity about the scheme 
actually contemplated. The movement is 
eaid to have originated, strangely enough, 
f certain Austrian successes in Chins. 

The chief orgenizers seem to be the 

house ef Schroeder at Hamburg, 
Which is one of the mest important, Ger- 
man houses not included in the compre- 
hensive syndicate known as the Deutsch- 
‘Astatische bank. The scheme is doubt- 
less intended to comprise all the most Im- 
portant German industrial concerns, and 
there ia some reason to suppose that it is 
desired to secure Engiisk co¥paration. 
The theory that Germany and ngland 
are now natural partners in Chinese busi- 
ness is being systematically propagated, 
It is certainly held in high political quar- 
ters, as well ag in financial and commer- 
cial circles, which have always main- 
tained that the six powers group was & 
farce kept up in the political interests of 
the powers which could not find money. 


Bourse Conditions, 

Unt more definite information ts pro- 

Yided regarding the new scheme it will 
be well to bear in mind some facts of the 
Present position in Germany. The public 
and parliamentary complaints and the 
new industrial proposals are based nomi- 
mally upon dissatisfaction with the 
Deutach-Asiatische bank. It is no doubt 
true that a close financial syndicate is not 
the best source of initiative and is not 
likely to look eagerly for new busl- 
mess” and to peize upon any opportunity 
that arises. At the recent general meet- 
ing of the bank it was admitted that pro- 
posals were made from time to time for 
the support of Chinese undertakings, such 
as coal mining, iron production, construc- 
tion of private railways, cement and sugar 
factories, and so on; but the conditions in 
China, where the investors in such un- 
dertakings would have no guarantee, and 
the conditions imposed upon the German 
boerses made all such proposals unac- 
ceptable. 

Herr Dernburg, who is being much crit- 
icise@ for “ frightening German capital 
* away from China,” put the matter plain- 

ly im a letter to the Berliner Tageblatt. 
He showed that foreign industrial under- 
takings are seldom placed on the German 
market, because the risks to which com- 
pany promoters are exposed b yGerman 
law are too great; because new issues in 
Prussia are entirely under control of the 
government, which ig guided mainly by 
the desire not to force up the rate of inter- 
est: end because there is in these circum- 
stances no public in Germany with an ap- 
petite for foreign shares.

Generally speaking, at some time dur- 
ing the day, under any kind of favorable 
conditions, trout will rise to a fly, but 
it is beyond human ken to foretell the 
time. 

Uther days they will be intermittent 
and subject to frequent spasms of rising. 
On some days they will have only one 
of these spasms, other days none at al’. 

Anglers will maintain that trout will 
not take the fly readily in bright sun-

Something more should be said of the

Many years ago some. public spirited 
anglers carefully stocked with trout try 
a most enticing and perfect stream. After 
waiting patiently for a umber of years 
these unselfish foster parents tried to 
reap their reward. They hunted for these 
trout in different years and different sea- 
sons, but in vain. At last they gave up 


in despair and this barren water became

Cir- 
cumstances of life are so apt to drag them down, to 
besmirch them pitilessly, and to leave in their wake 
a painful sense of more lost than gained. 

And in Baireuth, Germany, within the last few 
weeks the world has just been given another in- 
stance of this same sort of anti-climax, calling it by 
as mild a name as Bt bless The long buried ghosts 
of that deep love between Wagner and his second 
wife. Frau Cosima von Bülow Wagner, have been 
dragged before judge and jury, and there paraded in 
full view of a gaping, curious world. 

All their long years of intimacy before their ulti- 
mate marriage have been made the subject of specu- 
lative debate and all the wide lengths their love went 
those same years have been mathematically measured 
out with true German precision.

Court Decides for Widow. 


The reason of all this ugly notoriety was the rather 
unusual desire on the part of Frau Cosima’s daughter, 
Frau Beidler, now the wife of the leader of the 
Munich Opera company, to be publicly known as the 
natural child of the great Wagner instead of the con- 
ventional daughter of her mother’s first husband, Von 
Blow. Indeed it seams that she insisted on having 
“nee Wagner” after her name and Frau Cosima ob- 
jected most decidedly. Not on any moral or ethical 
grounds—her adored son Siegfried is admittedly her 
child by Wagner, and born a little less than a year 
before their marriage—but because of thd question 
of the division and inheritance of the composer's large 
estate. 

Frau Cosima won. The judge ignored the striking 
family resemblance between Wagner and the daughter 
in question. “Legal grounds” triumphed over fa- 
clal evidence,” as the German papers jocularly re- 
marked, and the final judgment, it seems, was given 
on the testimony of Frau Marzeik, a former house- 
keeper in the Von Biilow home. 

So has ended a rather sickly by-episode in the 
long chapter of one of Wagners most passionate 
attachments. The smoky effects which sometimes 
come after the ecstasy of love seem to have settied 
down in this case on those who were left. Though 
Wagner, a geniug and in no way a normal man, is 
not to be judged perhaps by normal standards. 
Throughout his life he lived the old French definition 
of love—“constancy in love means not always to 
love one, but always to love some one.” Women 
played an obsessing part in his scheme of things. 
They were a need, a necessity. Without them he 
would have been unwinged.

For five years Richard Wagner had known and 
adored her, the aristocratic, ethereal, fairylike Frau 
Wesendonk, wife of Otto Wesendonk, and mother of 
three small children. Thirty-nine years old when he 
met her, and in the eyes of the world a failure, he 
had found in her an inspiration, an intoxicant, which 
moved him to his mightiest efforts. She it was who 
had proved the emotional impetus to all of his great 
works after “Lohengrin.” In some way or other she 
had stood in intimate relationship with the Rhein- 
gold.“ Walküre,“ Siegfried.“ Götterdämmerung,“ 
Meistersinger.“ and even Parsifal.“ Everything he 
wrote those years he submitted first to her. All that 


But the gulf between Wagner and his ideal Tristan 
was infinite, indeed. “All I aspired to be and was 
not,” perhaps could be said of the great man's work of 
art. But in real life Wagner was so pitifully ungreat. 
In his dealings with his friends he was often so petty; 
in his dealings with those nearest to him and de- 
pendent on him he was so often irresponsible; in his 
dealings with the women who had given to him all 
that was theirs to give he was often so base.

Matilde Not Inclined to Follow. 


The outcome of it all and Wagner's final precipitous 
flight from Zurich and the house on the Green hill 
was not due, however, to Wesendonk alone. Matſide 
showed no inclination to respond to Wagner to the 
extent of giving up her husband, home, and children, 
He fascinated her, swept her from her feet to the ex- 
tent of winning her avowed love and adoration, but 
there were other things that counted in her life. Wom- 
en of her nature are of two kinds. One goes forth 
into the night after having given up all to follow 
the scarlet flower; the other draws back and waits 
for the first flush of day to wake them from their mad 
dream.

Her utter materialism could 
not understand his: impecunious idealism. She had 
the painful clearness of vision which often accom- 
panies the inartistic soul. She had given up every- 
thing for him and in return been plunged in direst 
financial straits. . Mer “vicious habits,” vf which he 
was wont to complain to Matilde, were not un- 
known to him at the time he was urging her so fierce- 
ly to marry him, for even in those early years he had 
shown no hesitancy to add to her list of indiscretions 
and afterwards to ingiet on matrimony against her 
ganer judgment.

It was four years after that, when the vision of 
Matilde which had so filled his soul had grown faint 
with the passing of time, that Mme.

Her entrance into his existence 
was peculiarly like a decree of fate, and the hist pry 
of art has no more perfect record of the union-of two 
souls than that written by their subséquent life to- 
gether.

OU have often seen the paintings—lions prowling 
at night among the ruins of dead cities. Where 
were these cities that once attracted multitudes 
of human beings within their gates?

Persepolis, where Jamshyd gloried and drank deep,” 
stood in the Persian plain of Merdusht, about thirty- 
five miles northeast of Shiraz. Some historians say 
that to attempt any guess of the period when this city 
tose from the plains would be useless, but they are 
satisfied that in those old days Persepolis had a glory 
in which no existing city could compare. The ruins 
that were left—vast, solitary, mutilated pillars which 
have witnessed the lapse of countless “ gemeratioas— 
give us sufficient hint of the wonders of Jamshyd’s 
throne, and the strange inscriptions tell us much of the 
People who dwelt there so long ago.

And it was beneath those tall white columns, stand- 
ing up before the frst streak of day in naked majesty, 
that, according to a tradition, wine was first discovered. 
The prince, it seems, was immoderately fond of grapes 
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and desired to preserve some, which were placed in 
a large vessel and lodged in a vault for future use. 
When the vessel was opened the grapes had fer- 
mented. Their juice, in this state, was so acid that 
the king believed it must be poisonous. He had some 
vessels filled with it and poison written upon each; 
these were placed in his bedroom. It happened that 
one of his ladies was affected with nervous head- 
aches. The pain distracted her so much that she 
desired death, and observing a vessel with the word 
„poison written on it she took it and swallowed the 
contents. The wine, for such it had become, over- 
powered the woman, who fell into a sound sleep and 
awoke much refreshed, Delighted with the remedy. 
she repeated the dose so often that the monarch’s 
„poison was all drank. He soon discovered this 
and forced the woman to confess what she had done. 
A quantity of wine was made and Jamshyd and all 
his court drank of the new beverage. 


This discovered drink later in history was largely 
responsible for.the loss of the palace, for, according 
to Diodorus, it was when Alexander’s men, after con- 
quering the city, were almost mad with drunkenness 
that the suggestion of an intoxicated courtesan, Thais, 
was taken up to set fire to the palace. 

“Tt would be a matter of joy,” the woman an- 
nounced in gay tone, “if, masked as I am, and in order 
to end this festival nobly, I were permitted to burn this 
magnificent palace.” 

Her announcement was spread abroad and coming 
to the ears of the young men one cried out, i Come 
on, bring fire brands!“ 

Thereupon multitudes of firebrands were got together, 
and all the women that played on musical instruments 
which were at the feast were called for. The king, 
with songs, pipes, and fintes, led the way to this 
expedition, contrived and managed by this courtesan, 
who, next after the king, threw the first firebrand into 
the palace. This precedent was followed by the rest. 
Alexander soon repented the destructive deed and gave 
orders for extinguishing the flames. But he was too 
late and the ‘palace was laid to ruins. 

* : : 
Assyria’s W arlike Capital. 

Then there was Nineveh, the most warlike city 
known to history, the site of which is marked by the 
modern town of Mosul. Opinions vary regarding the 
size of this ancient city, which was the capital of 
Assyria during the whole period of. that nation’s 
grandeur. William Burnet Wright explains how the 
kings of Assyria had a mania for building palaces. 
Each of the monarchs built one for himself, located 
it a few miles from the palace of his predecessor, 
fortified and made it his capital. A new city grew 
up around each royal residence, and when the suburbs 
of these several cities touched each other they formed 
a vast metropolis, covering a space larger than ‘London. 

And Nineveh was as rich as it was vast. The shops 
were furnished with all the appliances of luxury which 
the world could supply. The men wore embroidered 


mantles and carried canes topped with delicate carvings: 


in ivory, agate, or emerald, . a 


The palace of Sennacherib stood upon an enormous. 


artificial mound which covered a hundred acres. . It 
bas been estimated that the labor of an: men for 


six years was required to raise the mound alone, 
and an inscription of Sennaclerib boasts that he 
employed captives from Chaldea in rebuilding the palace 
upon it. 

The palace itself was the largest, excepting only 
the great structure at Karnak, known to have been 
built by man. The magnificent gateways, approached 
by flights of marble steps, were flanked with towers 
and guarded by the perpetually recurring winged bulls 
and lions. The glory of the palace was in the majestic 
halls it contained. These were of unknown height and 
varied in length between one and two hundred feet. 
Their floors were of marble inlaid with metal ara- 
besques.

Captive Kings Draw Chariot. 

Not many years before the fall of Nineveh a. mil 
tary pageant moved through its streets. The army 
had returned from a successful campaign in the east. 
The king visited the temple to give thanks in the 
presence of all his army. We can conceive the 
sight,” says Wright. The soldiers marched with 
scarlet shields and glittering spears. The splendid war 
chariots, the terror of the old world, the artillery of 
ancient warfare, appeared in line. They were of iron, 
1lehly embossed, and gorgeous with dashes of ver- 
milion. Each bore a nobleman armed with bow and 
quiver aud protected by a huge shield held before 
him. The charioteer stood behind and guided the 
gteeds by long leathern reins. 

At last, when every nation from Egypt and Lydia 
to Persia had been outraged by the warriors of 
Nineveh, the inevitable end came. A coalition was 
formed against the country. For more than two years 
the city resisted. Then occurred an unprecedented 
flood in the Tigris. The enemy still pressed the siege, 
The river wall of the palace was undermined and fell, 
Nineveh was taken. The king fired his own palace 
aud perished in the flames. 

Centuries later, when Alexander fought the battle 
of Arbela within sight of the mounde of Nineveh, he 
saw no suggestion of a city there. Nine centuries 


after that the battle which prepared western Asia to 


become Mohammedan was fought upon the site of 
Nineveh, and neither of the contending armies knew 
they were treading above the streets of a buried 
metropolis. A millennium later Niebuhr, in charge of 
an expedition sent to explore the ruins of Nineveh, 
passed over its site without a suspicion that he had 


reached it. 
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All Roads Led to Babylon. 


Babylon was old before Nineveh was born. In- 
scriptions have identified it as the Babel of Genesis 
and record a: tradition of the tower builded there 
which varies little from that contained in the Bible. 
During the ‘whole period of Ninevite supremacy Babylon 
ranked as an important city. As the source of science, 
literature, and especially religion, she held precedence 
over Nineveh. 

It was here that . Nebuchadnezzar reigned, . and he 
left Babylon the metropolis of the world. 
says Wright, “ Egypt sent for sun dials and water 
clocks, . Thence the women of the orient received the 
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fashions, as Christendom follows the fashions set by 
Paris. From Babylon the Greeks received the tables 
on which their science was based, and Lydia the lutes 
on which she learned at last to excel her teacher. 


“To Babylon Egypt sent her finest gold and her 
choicest ivory, to Tyre her most gorgeous dyes, to India 
her largest pearls, to Arabia her choicest spices, to Media 
her agates and emeralds, which nowhere else could 
be so finely cut. The entire vintage of Helben was 
reserved for the court of Babylon, as that of Cham- 
Pagne was monopolized by Napoleon. Thither Greece 
sent her most beautiful slaves, for in Babylon. a 
dancing girl might be sold for the price of a year’s 
pay to a thousand soldiers. The great Babylonian 
banking house of the Egibi, whose checks and re- 
ceipts in clay still exist in great numbers, occupied 
for five generations at Babylon. the place. filled: in 
Europe by the Rothschilds since Waterloo.” 

But excess of luxury soon sapped the strength. of 
Babylon’s manhood. Attracted by its wealth, the Medes 


took possession of the city and its e un. 


declined.

Tyre’s Pride Her Ruin. 


Various are the opinions concerning the origin of 
Tyre and the date when it was founded. According to 
Herodotus the city was founded about the year 2763 
before the Christian era. . Before the captivity of the 
Jews in Babylon Tyre was the greatest maritime city 
in the world, its situation—where the eastern Medi- 
terranean washed the shores of Phoenicia—and its 
industry having raised it to the sovereignty of the 
sean. From the extreme parts of India, Persia and 
Arabia to the western coast, from Ethiopia and Beypt 
on the south, to Scythia on the north, all nations 
contributed to the increase of its power, splendor, and 
wealth. Everything that was useful, and all that 
was curious, magnificent and precious. was there to 
be sold. Every article of commerce was brought to 
its markets. Tyre was known, indeed, as the city 
of merchants. 

Tyre was besieged by Nebuchadnezzar in the twen- 
ty-first year of his reign, Irhobel being its. king. After 
seven years he made himself master of it, not with- 
cut his troops suffering incredible hardships; insomuch 
that Ezekiel had predicted, “Every head was made 
bald and every head was peeled.” Previous, however, 
to the taking of it a multitude of its inhabitants 
quitted the city and took up their abode, with the 
greatest part of their effects, in the neighboring island, 
half a mile from the shore, and in that spot they laid 
the foundation of a new city. When, therefore, Nebu- 
chadnezzar took possession of the town he found little 
in it to reward him for the trouble, danger, and 
expense he had been to during the siege, which lasted 
thirteen years. He razed the city to the foundations 
an¢ it was afterwards known only as a village by the 
name of Palae-Tyrus. The new Tyre rose to greater 


power than the former one.

The new town, nevertheless, was not remitted of 
misfortune, for the inhabitants were made slaves of, 
compelled to admit. A * ate for, the space 5 
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seventy years. After the expiration: of that time: they 
were restored, according to the propliecy of Isaiah, to 
the. possession of their ancient privileges, with the 
liberty of having a king of their own, and that liberty 
they enjoyed until the time of Adexander. 
At that period Tyre had again become an exceedingly 
large city, and. because. of the vast commerce she 
carried on with all nations she was called Queen of 
the Sea,” She boasted of having first invented navi- 
gation and taught mankind the art of braving the 
waves aud wind. She had risen from the. desolatior 
into which: she bad fallen, but with prosperity came 
pride and vainglory, luxury and voluptuousness. An- 
other prophet, therefore, foretold to her a second ruin. 
Tyre, it appears, Lad profited nothing from the first 
lesson. She was careless of the threat that another 
destruction was .announceil against her. Defended 
by strong fortifications and surrounded on all sides by 
the sea, she feared nothing, neither God nor man, 
Isaiah, therefore, brings to her recollection the ruin 
that had befallen them in the days of Nebuchadnezzar 
and the’ destruction which afterwards had fallen on 
Babylon itself. The inhabitants had raised pompous 
palaces to make their names immortal, but all these 
fortifications had become but as dens for wild beasts 
to revel in.” This fall was to come from Macedon.

Alexander besieged Tyre seven months, during which 
time he erected vast mounds of earth, plied it with 
his engines, and ‘invested it on the side next the sen 
with two hundred galleys... When the Tyrians saw this 
fleet they were astonished, because it greatly exceeded 
what they had ‘any reason.to expect. 

According to Plutarch ‘the sicge ‘terminated in the 
following manner: Alexander had permitted his main 
body to rest themselves after some great fatigues 
they bad undergone’ and ordered only some small 
parties to keep the Tyrians in play. In the meantinie 
Alexander's principal | sodthsayer asserted that the 
city would be taken that month. As the day happened 
te be tbe last of the month this prediction was re- 
ceived with great ridicule. It was then that Alex 
ander ordered that the day should not be called the 
thirtieth but the twenty-eighth of the month. At 
the same time he called out his forces by sound of 
trumpet and made a much more vigorous assault than 
he had at first intended.

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EFORE the Omaha and St. Louis 

eyclones the people of each of these 

cities fhought their homes were im- 

mune because of their locations. 
Cyclones might strike other cities, but na- 
ture had favored theirs. Chicago peopie 
have the same idea about their location, The 
lake protects them, they think. It will act 
the part of a benevolent “shooer” and shoo 
the destructive winds away. But apparently 
there is little foundation for this belief. Not 
only does it appear possible that a cyclone 
could hit Chicago, but a cyclone has. 

On May 6, 1876, a funnel shaped cloud 
came bounding out of the southwest, and like 
a huge jumping jack leaped across the city. 
There were intervening spaces where no dam- 
age was done, but property worth $230,000 
was destroyed. 

What are commonly called cyclones aren't 
cyclones at all—they are tornadoes. A cy- 
clone is a storm that spreads over a large 
area, not the violent, local, whinling, funnel 
shaped wind cloud. The tornado—or to use 
the more popular term eyclone—is a freak- 
ish thing. One of the most definite state- 
ments that can be thade about cyclones is 
that one never knows what they will do. The 
impishness of these instruments of death is 
one of their salient characteristics. A cy- 
clone will tear-out the wall of a house, leav- 
ing only the support under the window with- 
out breaking the glass. It will destroy a 
barn, pick up a horse, carry bim a thousand 
feet and set him down unharmed with part 
of his manger still tied to his halter. It will 
carry a house many yards and carefully de- 
posit it over a dry cistern in which the fam- 
ily have taken refuge, thus imprisoning them. 
And it has a perfect mania for tearing the 
feathers off chickens.

Took Only the Heavy Things. 


In the St. Louis cyclone the outer walls 
of a house were blown away and the roof 
was destroyed, but light pictures were left 
hanging on the walls, the lamps were left 
on the tables, and the lace shades were not 
disarranged. A’ bed and mattress were car- 
ried from a Missouri avetine house and 
droppeli in the center of Lafayette park. Hay 
seemed to be a pet of this storm, for in a 
number of livery stables everything was car- 
ried off but the hay—in one case a number 
of heary carriages were blown away, but the 
hay was not touched. In a house in Arkan- 
sas avenue the glass stopper in a decanter 
was broken off, but the bottle was not hurt. 
Black mud covered the walls of the houses 
in that street, although no such mud could 
be found anywhere in the neighborhood. In 
Sonth Broadway the freakish wind tore off 
the front wall of a house, leaving exposed 
a sien which read “ Good Luck.” 

After a Minnesota storm a man appeared 
on the highway attired in a chicken coop. 
The coop had been blown over his head in 
such a way that his arms were pinioned to 
his sides and he was unable to remove his 
“ bonnet.” 

One of the most astonishing cyclone expe- 
riences ever related is that of Henry Collins. 
He is said to have been standig in a saloon 
when the “twister” came rushing into St. 
Louis. He had a lass of vhisky in nis hand 
when the saloon was hit, and although he 
was lifted by the wind, whirled heels over 
head. and turned three complete “cart- 
wheels.” half of the whisky r. mained in the 
glass after the performance. This he imme- 
diately drank, as he had broken his shor’ *-t 
during his aerial acrobatics.

Tremendous Wind Velocity. 


A eyclone is freakish, but its pranks enable 
scientists to gather certain facts about it. 
First of all, the velocity of the wind can 
be calculated to a certain extent. The whirl 
ing speed of the cyclone is tremendous. The 
average velocity within the vortex of 600 
such storms was found to be 392 miles an 
hour, the minimum being 270 and the max 
mum 800. 

At Mount Carmel, III., on June 4. 1877, 4 
cyclone drove a brick through the weather 
boarding, lath, and plastering of a house, 
across two rooms—a distance of twenty-sevea 
feet-—anJ lodged it in a rear wall without 
breaking even a corner of the brick. So great 
Wis its velocity that the laths were eut 
smoothly, without cracking the adioining 
piuster. 

A college professor decided to find th- 
velocity necessary to perform the cyelone 
well rehearsed joke of plucking the feathers 
from chickens. He loaded a six pounder with 
five ounces of powder and shot a dead chicken 
into the air, as if in the funnel of a cyclone. 
The velocity thus produced was 341 miles an 
hour and blew the chicken all to pieces, and 
from his experiments he decided that a storm 
moving at a speed but slightly less than this 
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Sometimes they race in 
pairs, five have been seen 
at one time—this photo- 
graph was taken by light- 
ning. 
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The deadly funnel shaped 
cloud--the photographer af 
Ainsworth, Neb.,stopped long 
enough to take a picture be- 
fore secking a place of safety.

Said to be filled with electricity and 


would play the cyelone's best known prank. 

After the Rochester, Minn., storm a board 
was found driven into the ground, and it was 
estimated that the velocity necessary to per- 
form this feat was 682 miles an hour. Straws 
also were found driven into the bark of trees. 
A mechanical air ‘blast was devised which 
would give a velocity of from 135 to 160 miles 
an hour, but the straws thus shot entered the 
target only a tenth of an inch.

Besides the more or less accurate estimate 
of the velocity, there are certain facts known 
about cyclones. In the northern hemisphere 
they whirl from right to left, contrary to the 
way the hands of a clock move; in the south- 
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brilliant electrical display precedes 
the formation of the whirling cloud.

ern hemiyphere they whirl from left to right. 
They generally move to the northeast. 

Cyclones are nearly always funnel shaped, 
although sometimes they may resemble an 
hour glass. The Shelbyville, Tenn., storm was 
said to have had two wings and to have looked 
like a large, sinister bird. These coalesced 
and came to the ground with great fury. 

These storms are most frequent in April, 
June, Jnly, August, and September. Their 
usual time for coming on thé stage is the late 
afternoon. They generally start from the 
battleground of two opposing wind currents. 
If you know that a warm south wind, and at 
a higher level a cooler northwest or west 
wind, is headed your way; if the day is warm 
and sultry with an oppressive beat that has 
no special charecteristic, that is unlike the 
heat from the sun’s rays, then begin te lok 
for the nearest cyclone cellar. When the 
storm comes nearer you probably will see as 
terrifying a sight as ever meets the eyes of 
man. Because of its menacing, deadly ap- 
pearance, it probably is more awe inspiring 
than a tidal wave or even a volcano in erup- 
tion. 

The Elkhart, Ind., storm is described as 
having an upper stratum of air greatly agi- 
tated and in a lower stratum ash colored 
clouds, which flew in all directions, converg- 
ing to a common center. This storm left a 
sulphurous smell in its wake, as if his in- 
fernal majesty himself had been out for a 
walk.

Alfred Tennyson [1809-1892]. 
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URING the Crimean war in 1854, the com- 
mander of the English cavalry made a mistake 
in an order from the general in chief, and Lord 
Cardigan was ordered with the “ Light Brigade” 

to charge the Russian artillery. They were to ride down 
into the valley: in the plain of Balaklava and save the 
field pieces which had been captured by the Russians. 

The soldiers felt that this order must be wrong, but 
drilled English troops as they were, they knew they 
must obey and not question the why or wherefore of 
any commander. Although they knew they were riding 
into a death trap, with a strong battery in front of them 
and one on either side, the Light Brigade fought fear- 
lesaly. Forcing their way past the cannon in front they 
routed the cavalry of the enemy. 

When they marched into the Valley of Death, the 
Light Brigade numbered 670 horsemen, and of that num- 
ber only 198. returned. In twenty-five minutes two 
thirds of the soldiers were killed or wounded. 

Lord Tennyson has told us this story of bLeroism in 
his famous poem called “ The Charge of the Light Bri-

Nehieve beauty without an expression of frankness and 
amiability. Frankness, amiability, and contentment give

No artificial tint ever added beauty to this feature, 
Your eyes have not the gift of 
smiling to nearly such a degree 
as your mouth) possesses. To 
prove this, vou may take a picture 
of a face with a sad expression 
and paste over the depressed lines 
of the smiling lips. You will find 
the entire expression of the face 
changed at once, although the eyes 
themselves have not been altered.

To remove the aging lines about the mouth, 
use adhesive plaster. Curve the lips up- 
ward in a smile. Then damp and fix a piece 
of adhesive plaster, cut in the shape of a 
half moon, on either side of the mouth, 
Leave them in this position for several 
hours, if worn during the day; or they can 
be applied at night and left on till next 
morning, Whichever is most convenient. 

Have you contracted the habit of keeping 
your mouth wide open? If so, overcome it 
as soon as you can. The lips of the mouth 
breather become coarse and thick, and a 
stupid, heavy expression is given to the 
whole face. In fact, nothing short of a de- 
formity of the whole face results from 
habitual mouth breathing. Hold the lips 
firmly and cultivate decision of character, 
You never see a decisive person with thick 
lips. 

Melt one ounce of cold cream in a double 
boiler, using no more heat than is required 
to keep the mass in a fluid state. Add one 
gram of tannin in powder and one gram of 
chopped alkanet root and let it steep for five 
hours.

The formula for a dainty cream to use on 
dry and cracked lips is: Almond oll, one- 
eighth pound; white wax, one-half ounce; 
spermgceti, one-half ounce; oll of bitter al- 
monds, one-twelfth dram; oil of geranium, 
one-eighth dram. These ingredients are to 
be well mixed, and the cream may be ap- 
plied whenever the lips require it. 

If you want to make your mouth beauti- 


ful, don’t fall into the error of assuming 4 


continuous grin. Muscles always kept on 
the stretch finally lose their original con- 
tour, and distortion and wrinkles result. The 
constant giggling to which many young giris 
are thoughtlessly given is an enemy to beau- 
tiful facial expression.

. A of poultry, I am interested in 
having them tolerated within 
the city limits. It seems that 
the serious objection to them is caused 
by the crowing of roosters, an intolera- 
1 bie nuisance, and in my opinion neigh- 
bors are justified in objecting to such 
noise. There is no good reason for keep- 
ing roosters in a small flock of poultry, 
for they are needed for but a short period 
in spring to fertilize eggs for hatching, 
and the rest of the year are an unneces- 
sary nuisance. There are several shops 
in any big city where orders are taken 
for almost any variety of hatching eggs 
at a reasonable figure, so that it is not 
necessary to keep males over winter for 
that purpose. It has been demonstrated 
over and over again at the state experi- 
ment stations that hens lay more eggs 
when males are absent from the pen. 
With grain costing $2 a bag there is not 
enough profit in keeping poultry in the 
city to allow me to harbor a singie un- 
productive fow!, and a rooster can easily 
eat as much grain as two hens would de- 
vour. My hens, I find, since killing oft 
roosters, are more tame and friendly, 
and the neighbors seem as much inter- 
ested in the welfare of our pretty flock 
of hens and pullets as do we. And there 
is no noise. MRS. H. S. H. 

When I asked a few weeks ago for sug- 
gestions as to how the owners of flocks of 
poultry managed to stand the noise they 
made I had no idea that so practical and 
4 excellent a reply would come to my halt 
humorous inquiry. I am grateful for this 
letter and for the ideas it wives, and I be- 
lieve it will be helpful to others who wien 
to keep poultry in town and who yet 
grudge the big amount of food consumed 
by roosters as well as the noise they 
make. 
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Some Helpful Hinis. 
I should like instructions as to the 
best way of removing cream spots in 
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which dust has settled from an English 
baby buggy of dark green imitation leath- 
er. I inclose a few hints that may be help- 
ful. You can use such of them as you 
like. A toy iron makes the work of iron- 
ing baby sleeves, yokes, caps, etc., much 
easier. Irons heated over a gas burner 
require less flame if covered while heat- 
ing with an old pan. As I have no high 
stool to sit on while preparing vegetables, 
etc., I use baby’s high chair as a substi- 
tute. Rust spots can be removed by sim- 
ply putting a few spoonfuls of borax on 
the spot and making a bag of the cloth 
by tying it around the borax, so that this 
must boil out through the rust spot. 
Blood spots can be removed more easily 
if saturated with coal oil before washing. 
Salt put on freshly spilled ink will absorb 
the ink if more clean salt is put on as ſast 
as the other becomes discolored.

We are all much obliged for these sug- 
gestions, especially that with regard to 
the rust spots. My own method of re- 
moving these has been to moisten the 
spot with lemon juice, strew thickly with 
salt, and put in the hot sun. When the 
lemon juice dries more lemon and salt 
should be put on and the process repeated 
until the spot disappears. The plan given 
oy the correspondent involves less time 
and work. I may add apropos of her use 
of salt for taking out freshly spilled ink 
that milk will take ink out of wash goods 
and that fresh ink can often be removed 
from the carpet by rubbing up at once 
with blotting paper, using a fresh piece as 
one becomes soaked and rubbing the spot 
vigorously until dry. I wish I could give 
exact instructions for removing the spots 
from the baby carriage, but the best 
method which occurs to me is to wash the 
stains well with a soft cloth dipped in hot 
suds and then to dry. Repeat the process 
several times. If the hot water and soap 
dull the luster of the leather, go over the 
places with another cloth dipped ina little 
olive oll or good furniture polish.

T this season of the year the cook- 

ing editor is likely to receive in- 

quiries concerning the mango. 

These inquiries vary from year to 

year, for, whereas there used to 

come requests for mango pickle recipes, 

what is the 


mango and what is its use?“ 


now the question comes, 


The mango is a tropical fruit with a 
large seed. When it is ripe it is sweet. 
but Is likely to suggest turpentine. When 
it is green it is sometimes cooked plain 
or stewed, when it resembles apple sauce, 
according to all reports, but the most 
general use made of the green mango 
during the last 300 years has been 
pickle it. 

In pickling the green mango the seed is 
taken out, the space filled with a highly 
spiced mixture tied or sewed in, and the 
whole preserved in a prepared vinegar. 
This pickle originated in India, where the 
fruit seems first to have grown, and that 
country is the home of the chutney and 
other highly spiced mixtures. In the 
chutney and in pickle the mango has been 
introduced to the whole civilized world. 

Now, with the advent of cold storage, 
the ripe mango is being introduced to 
the world outside the tropics, and has 
been in our own markets at this season. 
At present it is grown in many tropical 
lands and islands, including some of our 


to 


own possessions. We buy it and eat it out Melom or squash odor. 


of hand, but this is about all the use we 
are likely to make of it at present prices. 

One must read far and wide to find 
recipes for mango pickles and sometimes 
the information obtained is no more 
definite than ‘Stuff them with horse- 
radish,’ etc. Neither the professional 
cooks nor the cooks of the schools give 
recipes for this relish, yet several scores 
of recipes may be found in special col- 
lections made by groups of housewives or 
by epicures. 

After long search not one recipe has 
been found which tells why green peppers, 
green melons, cucumbers, and peaches, 
when stuffed and pickled, are called 
mangoes or pickled mangoes. If one may 
hazard a guess, these originated because 
the East Indian pickle, made in the home 
of spices, was long considered one of the 
most rare of relishes, as rea! Indian chut- 
ney is today, and hence arose imitations 
of it in temperate climates, using ma- 
terials at band. 

And let it be said that these materials 
should be of the best, the spices of the 
freshest obtainable, the vinegar of the 
highest grade, and the mustard seed a 
more negligible quantity than it is. 

The commercial mango pickle, which 
has shared with dill pickles and pickled 
limes the favor of generations of schoo! 
children, to their harm, has usually been 
a stuffed green pepper, tied up with a 
great deal of string and almost oosing 
mustard seed. As pickles mostly have s 
negative food value, the best that can be 
made are none too good. : 

For those who would Hke to know some- 
thing about the history and use of this 
fruit there are now several pieces of lit- 
‘erature obtainable. One is a government 
bulletin, No. 12 of the bureau of plant in- 
dustry of the Hawalian station. This 
tells how to eat the fruit, etc. 

In one of the English food 
it says: “Of an the tropical fruit, the 


Mango is considered the most agreeable 


to Europeans. It is like a short thick 
cucumber in form. The stone is thick, 
and the pulp melts in the mouth with a 
cooling sweetness. There are many sorts 
of mangoes. They are mostly used for 
chutneys and similar compounds, Mango 
relish, mango chutney, and mango pickles 
may all be bought at first class grocery 
stores. Each mango, before pickling, is 
opened and stuffed with capers and chil- 
lies and all are useful adjuncts to hashes 
and stews, broiled and grilled fish, as 
well as to cold meat. 

The government bulletin tells a great 
deal about the varieties of what it says 
has been called the king of fruits” and 
one deserving a high rank, although there 
have been bestowed upon it many dam- 
aging epithets.’ It says that there are 
500 varieties in India, and forty distinct 
forms in Hawall It claims that it has 
high food value, and has been the im- 
portant part of the sustenance of the 
natives of India in its season. And 
though the Indian cook has made the 
produdts mentioned, beside preserves, 
jelly, and marmalede from the fruit, 
elther fresh or green, its possibilities are 
quite boundless and hardly developed as 
yet.

Cut the neck in a shallow V in front and 
rounding a little below the base of the 
throat in the back and finish with a three- 
quarter inch facing—finished. The easiest 
vay to make this facing is to lay your 
piece of material on the blouse and cut 
the shape of the neck opening. Cuta 
piece about an inch and an eighth deep 
tc permit seams. Do not stretch the neck 
In joining this facing. Pin into position 
with right side to right side, baste, sew 
the narrow seam, remove bastings, turn, 
aud crease or baste along the edge. Turn 
in a shallow seam on the opposite edge of 
the facing and stitch by machine or briar 
stitch to match the sleeve seams. 


Cut a five inch opening down the center 
front and face back with straight strips 
ar. inch and a quarter wide. Punch four 
eyelets through these double thicknesses 
on each side with a coarse stiletto, over 
cast, then work in eyelet stitch—which 
is nothing more than over and over, put- 
ting the stitches close together. This eye- 
let work may be done in white, though if 
the seams are briar stitched in color wise 
the eyelets in the same. By the way, al- 
ways set the color of your mercerized cot- 
ton by putting the skeins in strong salt 
water. An easy way to do it is to havea 
tumbler of cold water to which has been 
.dded a flat tablespoonful of salt and 
rut a skein or two to each tumbler. 

It makes for easy handling to do most 
of the trimming before the underarm 
seams are finally sewed. The sleeve ends 
juet above the elbow are loose and may be 
cut straight on the bottom or can be 
shorter at the back of the arm and cut 
with a rounding slash. Face the bottom 
with a two inch facing and make a simi- 
lar facing or hem on the bottom of the 
louse. The underarm seam may be left 
open the depth of the facing or a little 
more. Finish the seam by sewing in a 
plain seam, then turning to one side, cut- 
tung the under part away and stitching 
the edge—if a machine stitch is used. 
Otherwise sew the plain seam and turn 
in the edges neatly and-run by hand. Set 
a patch pocket three and a half inches 
wide by four long at a peint on the left 
side of the chest. This should have the 
top on a line with the third eyelet 19 
in the edges and stitch or briar atitc 
tre blouse. 

As the neck is rather plein untrimmed 
follow the outline at the back and to an 
irch or so beyond the raglan seams and 
cut a band two inches wide ending in a 
point at each side. Stitch on the edge 
and again a half inch within. Stitch the 
facings on sleeves and bottom in the same 
way, or the facing may be set on right 
side like a band. 

If your middy blouse is to be worn with 
several skirts these bands may be white 
briar stitched in white or.a color and 
worn with a soft colored silk tie to match 
the various skirts. Lace through the eye- 
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lets and tie in a bow at base of neck open- 
ing. If to wear with a particular skirt 
instead of the facings use bands of the 
material on bottom, neck, and sleeves. 
Stitch on edge and again a half inch in 
either edge. 

Another treatment of a worn waist is to 
rip the skirt as before, but instead of gath- 
ering it to a band, turn down the edges, 
fit it in to the waist line, stitch the top 
to an inside belt, and work four button- 
holes through the skirt and belt in fron 
and four at the back to wear the skirt 
as the high waist line ones of the grown- 
ups. Short waisted effects are as stylish 
as the long waists. 

Now make a simple raglan blouse of 
thin white material, lawn, dotted swiss, 
or dimity. Cut this in a shallow V in 
front and close around the base of the 
throat at the back. Face back fronts and 
fasten with buttons and buttonholes. Set 
the buttons on the lower part of the 
blouse to correspond with those on the 
skirt. These buttons may be big pearl 
ones from three-quarters to an inch in 
diameter and form part of the trimming. 

From the worn blouse it is gener- 
ally possible to get a little turndown 
collar and turned up cuffs to trim the 
thin blouse. If you do not like the en- 
tirely plain blouse make it with an inch 
and a half box plait set its own width 
either side of the front opening. Have 
similar plaite at the back. These are put 
in before cutting out the blouse. 

If only the sleeves are worn cut out the 
sleeves and cut the material into large 
loose armholes; also cyt away the fronts 
and back to within three inches of the 
belt and make an oblong or broad V open- 
ing. Stitch on the edges, having faced, 
and again one-half within and use as 
a jumper with separate guimpes. If you 
have extra material but not enough to 
make an entire waist set the skirt to a 
baad and cut 4 separate jumper of the 
material. These are effective if made 
with five inch tabs four inches wide to 
tell over the skirt at the under arm seams. 
This jumper may be cut all in one or the 
tabs may be added to the bottom. 

« charming little fock simple to make 
can be developed in white Paris muslin | 
or dotted swiss. Make it ip one piece 
with kimono sleeves just to turn the 
elbow. Finish with neat French seams 
and to form a short waist line work eye- 
lets in ovals an inch long, two to a group, 
anc each group an inch and a half or two 
inches apart. The easiest way to work 
these ovals is to draw them narrow, then 
cut a lengthwise slit and turn under edges 
with the needle—baste, if necessary, and 
work closely over and over, If a long 
waisted effect is preferred the eyelet may 
be set far enough down to give a short 
skirt from seven to nine inches deep. The 
best plan is to gauge the place for the 
eyelets by tying a ribbon around the 
dress to give the desired length ot waist.

When he goes to Swedish as United 
States minister Ira Nelson Morris will be 
going to one of the mots aristocratic. con- 
servative, and high bred courts of Europe. 
It ranks next to the Austrian court in ite 
pride of birth. The possession of money 
counts for little or nothing in the highest 
circles of Swedish society. But ancient 
linea ge is held in the deepest esteem. The 
Swedish royal family, the Bernadottes, 
are considered parvenue by the real old 
aristocracy of the country. The great 
Swedish families dating back many cen- 
turies have intermarried much, so that 
every one knows every one else and the 
tone is very clannish. 

The golden age of Sweden was in the 
time of Gustavus Adolphus and the thirty 
years’ wer, at the close of which the Swed- 
ish generals and war lords returned to 
their country with much spoils of battle 
and many new ideas of civilization and 
its possibilities. The finest of their old 
castles and chateaux date from that ere 
and show distinctly the influence of 
France and Italy. to which lands many 
of their nobDies traveied in the seventeenta 
and eighteenth centuries.

In sending American representatives te 
foreign courts our government is more apt 
to be influenced by considerations con- 
oo with local party politics than by 

e requirements at the court at the other 
end, so that sometimes people quite unfit 
to represent us properly land in ancient 
court circles and provoke comment ane 
derision.

His title wee con- 
ferred on him in 1912, when he was made 
lord of appeal in ordinary and member 
of the fudicial committee of the privy 
council. He has a lot of other honors 
and the right to a whole alphabet after 
his name, each set of letters Indicating 
some degree or membership in tome dis- 
tinguished society, English or foreign.

You are wrong. It le now necessary to 
forget your grammar, to forget the rudi- 
ments of clear thinking and to evacuate 
your mind of all conventional preconcep- 
tions, if you want to be in the intellectual 
(there is no other word) swim. 

Some time ago a man named Marinetti, 
son of a wealthy merchant, fell into s 
ditch full of mud at the termination of 
what police impolitely call a joy ride.“ 

As usukl.“ says Marinetti in describ- 
ing his evening. we spent the night in 
our favor!te.café, which is attended by 
the most elegant women. Some one shg- 
gested that we take an automobile ride 
in the suburbs. We whirled over the 
sleepy streets. Out of town. Deep dark- 
meses .. 
hurled into an abyss. Ecstacy. 

* Then—we are on the bottom of a ditch 
filled with malodorous dregs. We drown 
in the mud. Mud oovers the face, the 
body; mud blinds the eyes, fills the mouth. 

Finally we succeed in getting out of 
the filthy ditch, and we go back to the 
city, Bu 

For a certain time there remained 
with us the taste of rottenness. We could 
not get rid of the rotten odor that perme- 
ated all pores of our bodies. In the mo- 
ment of falling into that ditch the idea 
of futurigsm came into my head. On the 
same night before dawn we wrote the en- 
tire first manifesto of futurism.” 

_— 

There we have it—futurism. Marinett! 
believes that we are writing in the past. 
That is because we are chained to the 
grammar of our forefathers, to their 
Words and their sequences of ideas. His 
manifesto urges that we cast off all of the 
shackies and that our style may de poly- 
chomatic, polymorphous, and polyphonic, 
that may not only animalize, vegetalize, 
electrify, and liquefy itself but penetrate 
the essence and the atomic life of mat- 
ter. 

Marinetti is not the only one. There is 
a wealthy American woman of Paris 
whose works have been variously denom- 
inated by various persons. She has as 
yet issued no “ manifesto,’’ and so cannot 
definitely be said to have started a schoo! 
of poetry. She is Gertrude Stein. 

Sne is at any rate an anarchist of litere- 
ture. She aleo bas burncd all the bridges 
that lead to*the past and has projected 
herself into the obscurity of the future. 
We look at her over the waters, bridge- 
less, of Futurism, and hear indistinctly 
from a far shore something like this: 

“ Aider, why aider, why whom, whow 
stop touch, alder whom, aider stop the 
muncher, muncher munchers.

Parts of this stretch have 
been in @ miserable condition for years 
end it probably is the worst bit of high- 
Way from Chicago to New York and one 
of the bad spots on the Lincoln highway. 

Now it is to be improved, so that Indiana 
will have soon an almost perfect stretch 
of road across the state from the Ohio 
line near Fort Wayne to the Illinois ter- 
ritory, near Chicago Heights. Less than 
a month ago St. Joseph county, in which 
South Bend is located, passed a bond 
issue providing $19,000 for Lincoln high- 
Way improvement. The recent election 
in Kankakee and Wille townships of La 
Porte county was cat rled by a safe mar- 
gin and provides upward of $80,000 for 
the building of thirteen miles of Lincoln 
highway across the county. 

As the remainder, oft the highwa: 
tween the two cities is already improved, 
the completion of this thirteen mile sec- 
tion and the section in St. Joseph county 
will open up a perfect road between South 
Bend and La Porte. Work will be rushed 
as soon asthe bonds are sold.

Motorists know how the steering wheel 
tMmeonveniences the driver in getting in 
or out of a car; he must either climb over 
the occupant of the adjoining seat or 
find difficulty in crawling out from under 
the wheel on the other side. Years ago 
steering wheels were made to be shifted, 
10 as to give more room for the driver 
‘when entering or leaving the seat, and 
fecently this scheme has been adopted 
by some manufacturers. 

The convenience of the shifting wheel 
Nas been appreciated evidently, for a 
Manufacturer has brought out a wheel 
of this type that can be fitted to almost 
any make of car, so that where the wheel 
too close to permit the driver to get 
in and out readily this can be overcome 
now, as the device gives the driver an 
cdditional eight inches of space between 
the seat and the wheel, when * is thrown 
in an upward position. 

A motorist who overhauls his own car, 
or even the most expert repairman, 
‘should guard against endeavoring to 
make too quiet a running motor out of 
one that is old and has many worn parts. 
tn trying to eliminate noise the worker 
is apt to set up the pushrods to such a 
close adjustment as to cavse loss of com- 
pression throvgh expansion when the 
motor becomes heated. 

It has been known where a mechanic 
adjusted the pushrods to such a tight fit 
that when the motor became thoroughly 
heated and the valve steme and pushrods 
expanded the valves were not permitted 
to seat and a severe loss of compression 
would result, to say nothing of making 
the motor hard starting and devoid of 
power,

What a difficult job it is to hold in a 
piston ring when putting cn a cylinder is 
well known to anybody who has tackied 
the job, and in the case of an en bloc 
motor of four or six cylinders is greatly 
multiplied. An inventor kas brought out 
a clamp to aid in the work This consists 
of a flexible woven web strap with a 
buckle,.to which is attached a strip of 
spring brass, with one end free. The 
strap and the brass together are wrappe< 
ground the piston, the free end of the 
brass is led under the lap and the strap 
is then tightened. The rings are clamped 
in the grooves, flush w.th the piston 
walls, and in sliding on the cylinders the 
brass liner rides into the chamfered por- 
tion of the cylinder, entering the rings 
perfectly. The thickness of the brass 
prevents it from entering the cylinder.

Even if you have demountable rims and 
a couple of extra tires it is a good plan 
to carry a good tire pump and to know 
that it is in working order. The experi- 
ence of a Chicago motorist will explain 
why this is essential. He had four good 
tires on the four wheels; he carried two 
spare tires, inflated, as he thought; he 
was safe for a 500 mile trip.

courses in 1915, Plans for the erec- 


tion of motordromes have reached 

such d degree of progress at New 
York, Omaha, Sioux Falls, S. D., Sioux 
City, Ia., and Chicago that it seems safe 
to predict a revival of apeedway racing 
next year that heretofore has been un- 
equaled. 

At New York it is believed a two mile 
course of brick or concrete will be erect- 
ed, the work to begin in the near future, 
with a view toward a grand opening next 
spring. Omaha expects to have either 
a dirt or concrete oval two miles in 
length, which will be opened with a race 
for a large purge during the summer of 
1918. Sioux Falls intends to build a two 
mile brick or concrete speedway, some 
Qf the money for the construction of 
which already has been collected. At 
Sioux City, where one race already has 
been conducted successfully, an associ- 
ation has been formed and the sale of 
stock for a permanent structure already 
has been begun. Tom Cary of Chicago is 
said to be willing to build a speedway at 
Hawthorne, and may have it completed 
this year, providing contractors can 
guarantee completion in time for a race 
meeting in the fall. 

— 

There is no doubt that the excitement 
over the possibilities of a big speedway 
has been caused by the vague rumors 
from Indianapolis regarding the extraor- 
dinary profits that have been gleaned 
by Carl Fisher and his associates in 
the Indianapoll sspeedway, to which fully 
100,000 persons have been coming year- 
ly for the last four years to see what 
now is recognized the country’s greatest 
racing classic. At Sioux City they seem 
to have heard of Mr. Fisher's profits be- 
fore the other cities and asa consequence 
bullt the speedway last year. One suc- 
cessful meeting was held there on July 
4. Something over 90,000 persons attended 
that meeting and the promoters received 


a profit of a little more than $30,000.

As 
yet no date has been selected, and none 
will be set until the date of the 
Grand Prix in France has been settled, 
the Sioux City promoters expecting to 
land some of the foreign drivers who 
come here yearly for Indlanapolis.

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the most part they revolve in regular 
orbita and the earth in its course comes 
into the well known swarms at regular 
intervals. 

When a meteor 0600 it has entered the 
atmospheric envelope of the earth and in 
the friction of its speed through the at- 
mosphere heat is generated. Sometimes 
the meteor escapes, touching merely the 
edge of the atmoaphete and passing out. 
Sometimes it is resolved into dust. Some- 
times ft Jasts te reach the earth's surface. 
The atmosphere is a protective envelope. 
Although great warme of meteors are 
encountered at fixed times, there is. con- 
stant peppering of the earth by these 
midgets of the heavens, but not many of 


them that hit the envelope and are headed 
toward the earth escape dissolution. 
-_ 

There is a record of a meteor weighing 
over Dve tons whien teil in South America. 
That was nearly 100 years ago. Many of 
them are so small that they do not make 
enough light to be seen. It is estimated 
that the atmosphere is dense enough 100 
miles from the earth to cause the friction 
which gives the meteor its white heat. 

Their composition is stone and iron. 
They are fragments, possibly, of some 
great unit torn to pieces, and speculation 
devises the theory of the solar system 
springing from the breakup of some 
great parent. The meteots would rep- 
resent the emall pieces; so, also, the 
comets. Another theory is that when 
the moon was volcanic the fragments 
called meteors were thrown out; another 
that they have come from the sun, and 
another that they are fragments from ex- 
plosiona in stars. 

By heating a meteor in a laboratory 
the absorbed gases may be extracted, and 
from this evidence it is possibl to de- 
termine that they were immersed in 
great heat and under great pressure. 
They contain hydrogen, carbon, and 
helium. That would indicate that they 
came from a sua,

It is frequently observed that more 
meteors are seen in early morning than in 
evening. In the evening we see only 
rear „d collisions, The meteor has to 
run us down. We are then at the back 
of the earth With regard to ita movement 
along its orbit. In the morning we are 
in the front, rushing along, and the col- 
lisigna are head on. 

It is of comparative recent date that 
the swarms were first shown to be en- 
countered periodically. Some years the 
displays are of extraordinary brilliance. 
Such extraordinary displays are also 
periodic, but they do not always make 
good the promise. They may have their 
orbit changed by attraction and the earth 
may not run through the swarm where 
it is thickest.
